To Start Soon 


With the $1500 health program | 
authorized by the city council 
Friday night, only the signature 
of the contract with San Bernar- | 
dino remains before a full-time 
health and sanitation service goes 
into effect here. 

R. G. Manley, city manager, 
said that the new health program 
would be put into effect a few 
days after the contract has been 
signed. The city is now waiting 
the arrival of the document from 
the county office. 

Under the program, there would 
be a nurse on duty at all times 
in Upland and inspections of es- 
tablishments handling food would 
be made. A health officer and 
an assistant would be available 
as often as needed and innocula- 
tions for smallpox, whooping 
cough and diphtheria would be 
available to residents.

the city’s reading habits. 

A total of 61,145 books was | 
circulated by the Upland library 
from July 1, 1945, to June 30, 
1946, which is an increase of six | 
per cent, Mrs. West reported in 
her annual report to the city 
council. 

With 29,000 books on the 
shelves, 4,075 people have been 
regularly using the library, Mrs. 
West said, and these same peo- | 
ple paid a total of $526.42 in| 
fines for overdue books. For lost 
or damaged books $54.20 was col- 
lected by the Upland library. 

READ 15 BOOKS 

According to statistics in the 
library report, there are in the 
library three and one-half books 
for each person in Upland and 
each registered borrhbwer took 
out 15 books during the 1945-46 | 
year. The figures are based on 
the official population figure of | 
7,815. 

At the Los Olivos branch, 
started on January 1, 1946, 1,671 
books were circulated. There has 
been a decided increase in the 
use of the branch library every 
month since its establishment, , 
Mrs. West said.

The recent resignation of Chaf- | 


fey Jaycee’s football coach, Burt 
Heiser, causes memories to skip 
back to the past. 

Going back to 1926 Burt played 
a bang-up game of running guard 
for Howard Jones’ Thundering 
Herd at U.S.C. Burt played as he 
later coached, ‘all out’. In one 
of the ‘crucial’ games against 
the powerful Washington Husk- 
ies, Heiser practically won the 
game for U.S.C. on the opening 
kick-off. Louie Tesran, Washing- 
ton’s ace back, came boiling down 
the field with the ball only to 
have Heiser bring him down with 
a crashing head-on tackle that 
shook the colisium and knocked 
Tesran out of the game. 


It is easy to remember the 
year San Berdoo J. C. had one 
of its “wonder teams” that was 
doped to kick Chaffey around 
easily. That was in 1931, I be- 
lieve, and what happened to 
Berdoo is Still painful to re- 
member. (To Berdoo, that is.) 
Led by “Zeke Keough, Max 
Glass, Jimmy McKane, Jim 
Hollsinger in the backfield and 
a fast tough line, Chaffey gave 
them a 65 to 0 beating! 


It would be pretty silly to try | 
name the greatest athlete that | 


has cavorted for Heiser but for 
all-around ability, Zeke Keough, 
of Pomona, would probably fill 
the bill. He did everything but 
blow up the ball for Heiser. 
The powerful Panther teams of 
38, ’39 and ’40 will take their 
rightful places in the hearts of 
Chaffey football filberts. Les Ter- 
ry was a demon fullback on the 
"38 team that was loaded’ with 
talent. Terry went on to San 
Jose to shine even brighter on 
the gridiron. | 

Along with Terry, Heiser had 
the outstanding Lou Yank, 
guard, and Lou Bowman, end, 
with Forester Warwick, tackle. 
Both Bowman and Yank went 
on to U.S.C. On the same team 
was the league’s leading scorer, 
Kobi Shoji, quarterback from 
Upland. 


The teams of ’39 and ’40 were } 


even stronger, with the ’39 team 
being selected for national 
honors. Led by Hal Finney, Geor- 
gie Leyrer, Tom Tierney, Kobi 
Shoji, Butch Francis, Heiser had 
his dream team.

Taking the first step for enact- 
ment, the city council approved 
the first reading of the city sales 
tax ordinance Friday night. 

Calling for half cent tax on 
the gross receipts of retail mer- 
cants, the ordinance must have 
its second and final reading on 
the July 18 meeting before be- 
coming law. It would become 
effective then either the middle 
of August or the first of Septem- 


Since the state will not be able 
to handle the collection of the 
proposed city sales tax, it was 
suggested by R. G. Manley, city 
manager, that the city license 
bureau might undertake the col- 
until such time as the 
state could handle it. The license 
is located in the police 
department. 

The one-half cent sales tax to 
be imposed by the city is in addi- 
tion to the two and one-half state 
sales tax now in effect. It would 
mean that the consumer would 
pay a total of three per cent tax 
on items purchased. 

Like many other cities in South- 
ern California, Upland decided on 
the sales tax as the best means 
of raising the additional revenue 
needed to provide for the increas- 
ing costs of government.
